GET BUSY, GREEKS. 

Friday night the Director of • 
AthletiCB iddresaed the two hundred 
or more O. W. U. fraternity men gath- 
ered mt the Smoker or the Interfrater- 
nity Association, on the present stat- 
us of the athletic situation in the Unl- 
versity. His remarks were brief hut 
very much to the point. He said that 
up to that time less than one hun- 
dred and fifty Athletic Association 
membership tlckeU had been sold. 
If this number is not doubled almost 
immediately he will reel compelled 
to recommend to the Board of Trus- 
tees that all participation In intercol- 
legiate athletics he abolished. 

He put the proposition squarely up 
to the fraternity men. The student 
body looks to them to take the lead 
in a movement to foster athletics. 
So far their actions in that direction 
have been lethargic in the extreme. 
Of the one hundred and fifty tickets 
have been sold, fully fifty have 
been taken by one fraternity alone. 
Disopqpting the number that have 
been sold to oo^ds and non-fraternity 
men the proportion that the other 
fraternities have bought has been In- 
Batesiiiial. Such fSets show that the 
lHatepilty men aa a whole of George 
We^BBUtoa sere showing no interest 
in site] affairs of their alma mater.
